1794.—2d. The ſurplus of revenue and income beyond the 
appropriations heretofore charged thereupon, to the end of the 
ſame vear 1794. The ſtatement D. herewith ſubmitted, ſhews 


a a ſurplus to the end of 1793, of 1,118,584 dollars and 19 


cents, which it is believed may be relied upon. 
The product of the duties on imports and tonnage, for the 
preſent year, is eſtimated, according to the aſcertained amount, 


in the preceding year. This eſtimate is juſtified by the abſtract 


E. herewith alſo ſubmitted, exhibiting the product for the two 
firſt quarters of the preſent year, as founded on returns re- 
e at the treaſury, being 2,568,870 dollars and 22 cents. 
Tbe product for the two remaining quarters is not computed as 


high as that of the two firſt, becauie circumſtances and informa- 


tion render it probable, that it will be leſs, and that the drawbacks 
payable within the Jaſt, will be more conſiderable than thoſe 


| payable within the firſt half year. The aſcertained product of | 


1792 (the rates of duty being the ſame) is deemed the ſafeſt 
guide. Some ſavings upon the ſum appropriated for different

But there is a i eee alſo to be made for the payment of 


intereſt on the balances found by the commiſſioners for ſettling 


accounts between the United and individual States, in favor of 


The annual ſum of intereſt upon thoſe ba- 
lances, is 128,998 dollars and 8 cents, computed according to 
the proportions by which intereſt is adjuſted on the aſſumed 
debt. If Congreis ſhall think proper to make the requiſite 
proviſion out of the duties on imports and tonnage, it will be 
_ neceſſary to its efficacy, that a priority be ſecured to it: an ob- 
ject which will require attention in making the appropriations 
above contemplated. It is confidered, that there will be ſtill 


no hazard of deficiency ; and if there ſhould be any, it would

It appears proper, likewiſe, to remind the Houſe, that no 
proviſion has yer been made, for paying the yearly intereſt, on 

the two million loan had of the bank of the United States. 
The bank has hitherto diſcounted the amount of that intereſt 
out of its dividends on the ſtock belonging to the United States, 
but for want of an approbation the buſineſs cannot receive a 
regular adjuſtment at the treaſury, An appropriation of ſo 


much of the dividends as may be neceſſary towards the pay- 


ment of the intereſt will obviate the difficulty. The ſecond 


_ inſtalment of that loan has been compriſed in the foregoging 


view ; becauſe it is imagined that Congreſs may judge it expe- 
dient to provide for its payment out of the ny fund, as 
they did with regard to the firſt inſtalment...

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Its value, as a branch of induſtry, is enhanced by the de- 


xendence of ſo many other branches on it. In times of general 
eace it multiplies competitors for employment in tranſporta- 


tion, and fo keeps that at its proper level; and in times of war, 


chat is to ſay, when thoſe nations who may be our principal 
carriers, ſhall be at war with each other, if we have not within 
ourſelves the means of tranſportation, our produce muſt be
